Hy maintaining Independence and 
aloofness the fulhers hoped to suc- 
ceed; isolation spelled safc:y, and so 
they trusted that u deep, w hie moat al 
their front door, the Atlantic ocean, 
would ke. ,i their foes at u distance of 
MM ml! - while they should gain 
numbers : id wealth und ex|K'rli nee In 
governing i In-niselves. They minted 
coins bearing the Inscriptions. "Let Me 
Alone" and Dotal Step on Me," the 
letter beneath the figure of a colled 
ruttlesuuke, and cutting themselves off 
from world politics and world Inti r- 
ists they became a self-contained, self- 
sullielent people, eii.loylng free assem- 
bly, fn-c s|>eech, free press and free 



religion, hut making Americanism 
gerously near a big provincialism. We 
helped no other people to gain our 
glorious ll'.erty. All was well If we 
were let alone hy the political and 
warring world. 

Autocracy In Rout. 

But a m V rid order has come In. 
The westi rn hetiil-phere Is all free, 
t'hlnu has aslonislied the world by 
el t'ng a president. "The bear Hint 
walk* like a man" becomes human for 
u fortnight and I* free — t nttl his lib- 
erty, mistaken for license, enslaved 
him to the holshevlkl. France and 
l'i 'tugal are free; Oraal Britain, our 
ancient oppressor, la free ami Is our 
frimd. The lirltlsh empire I* free, a 
galaxy of great self governing peoples 
— ''anndn. Austrullu. New Zeal-nd. 
South Africa— all free, even though a 
IgUtttaad king I* It* nmnlnnl head; 
but I.loyd Heorge, democrat, not 
Heorge V autocrat. Is the real ruler of 
the British empire! 

Now for "Peace on Earth." 

Fr.-e pi < , pies do not tiietiaec the tran- 
quility of ihe world ; they are not bent 
on Coipquaat; they seek not to impose) 
their will on their neighbors, even 
though the neighbor be weak and 
small. They covet nothing which Is 
their neighbor's. They stnud for peace 
on eiirth and good will among men. 
The considerations alike of safety and 
ethics demand the observation of the 
golden rule among nations. 

<»n July 4, 177(1. the old Liberty bell 
rung out In order to "proclaim liberty 
throughout all the laud, unto all the In- 
habitants thereof." Suppose that on 
nnothrr July 4 It were permitted to 
raise Its cracked and wheezy voice to 
do a bigger and far nobler thing: Pro- 
claim liberty to all the oppressed of 
the world ! Where Is 
the man who would not 
wish to live In that 
good world? Surely not 
one would pray with 
Simeon, "Lord, letteat 
thou thy servant now 
depart in peace." 

Let all the free peo- 
ples of the world *end 
representatives to meet 
In Independence hall." 
Let than I •:• nf' 1 and 
MM a hohh r document 
than that which the fa- 
ll, i rs made and sIl-'ioiI ; 
nobler and larger for 
one reason only — the 
new document will be 
tin- I leclaratlon of In- 
terdependence. 

That declaration will 
enable nil free peoples to stnud ilgiiTnst 
the aggression of autocratic spoiler*. 
It will assert the solidarity of all who 
stand for freedom und who love their 
fellow men. It will set forth the gmw- 
Ing sense of tinman brotherhood. It 
will express in larger measure the high 
pMitMBl Ideals of our time. It may 
not ring In a thousand years of pence, 
but It will herald thai dawn — 
When light shall spread, and man be
